STRONG  SELTZER  WATER. 

This  water  is  combined  with  five  times  its  volume  of  car¬ 
bonic-acid  gas  (fixed  air)  obtained  in  the  ufual  way  by  effer- 
vefcence  from  marble  dud.  The  folid  ingredients  are  in  the 
fame  proportions,  as  thofe  of  the  natural  fpring  according  to 
the  analyfis  by  Bergmann. 

The  natural  Seltzer  Water  has,  for  ages,  been  in  great 
edimation  on  account  of  its  medicinal  qualities,  and  as  a 
pleafant  and  refredung  drink  at  table.  The  artificial  Seltzer 
Water,  prepared  by  N.  Paul  and  Co.  poiTefles  all  thefe  pro¬ 
perties  in  a  more  energetic  degree.  When  drank  on  account 
of  pulmonary  complaints,  it  is  very  frequently  taken  with 
milk.  With  a  fmall  quantity  of  powdered  fugar  and  lemon  juice, 
and  particularly  orange  juice,  it  forms  an  uncommonly  grateful 
and  refre filing  beverage  in  crowded  afiemblies  and  ball  rooms.

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MILD  SELTZER  WATER 

Differs  only  from  the  former  in  being  combined  with  carbonic 
acid  gas  obtained  by  heat  alone.  The  gas  produced  in  this 
way  is,  by  many,  fuppofed  to  be  lefs  ftimulating  than  that 
obtained  by  effervefcence,  and  this  Mild  Seltzer  Water  is,  on 
that  account,  recommended  to  perfons  of  irritable  and  delicate 
habits.  In  tafle  it  is  fomewhat  lefs  fharp  than  the  preceding, 
approaching  nearer  to  the  natural  Seltzer  Water. 


SODA  WATER,  or  ALKALINE  MEPHI¬ 
TIC  WATER. 

This  is  prepared  of  three  flrengths,  containing  one,  two,  or 
three  drams  of  pure  cryftals  of  Soda  diffolved  in  each  pint  of 
water.  It  is  combined  with  five  times  its  volume  of  gas,  which, 
moll:  effectually  covers  the  tafle  of  the  fait. 

This  water  is  fo  well  known,  and  fo  generally  met  with  at 
genteel  tables,  particularly  in  warm  weather,  that  it  is  not 
necelTary  to  enlarge  on  its  cooling  and  refrefhing  properties. — 
Confidered  as  a  medicine  it  has  long  enjoyed  an  eflablifhed 
reputation  in  cafes  of  calculus,  gravel,  and  obftruCtions  of  the 
urinary  paffages  ;  in  dyfuria,  or  ftrangury,  from  an  irritable 
ftate  of  the  bladder,  and  in  certain  kinds  of  indigeflion,  arifmg 
chiefly  from  an  excels  of  acid  in  the  flomach,  producing  heart¬ 
burn,  flatuleuce,  &c.  The  Double  Soda  Water  is  the  kind  ge¬ 
nerally  ufed. 


The  POTASH  WATER 

Is  of  the  fame  nature,  and  is  alfo  prepared  of  three  flrengths 
in  the  fame  proportions  as  the  Soda  Water.  It  is  fomewhat 
lefs  pleafant  to  the  tafle,  but  is  generally  efleemed  more  pow¬ 
erful  as  a  medicine  than  the  preceding. 


SPA 
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SPA  WATER 

Is. prepared  of  two  ftrengths.  The  weak  .  contains  the  fame* 
proportion  of  iron,  as  the  Pouhon  Spring  at  Spa,  viz.  .56* 
(rather  more  than  half,)  a  grain  of  oxyd  of  iron  in  the  pint. 
The  ftrong  Spa  contains  double  that  quantity. 


PYRMONT  WATER 

Is  of  the  fame  nature  as  the  Spa.  It  contains  nearly  the  fame 
proportion  of  iron  as  the  weak  Spa,  and  is  very  highly  charged 
with  gas.  , 

Thefe  waters  are  well  known  as  powerful  tonic  remedies. 


SEIDLITZ  WATER 

y  ...  .  ,  f 

Contains  half  an  ounce  of  Seidlitz  Salt  (magnefia  vitriolata)  in 
each  pint  of  water,  and  is  combined  with  five  times  its  volume 
of  carbonic-acid  gas,  which  very  completely  conceals  the  dif- 
agreeable  bitter  tafie  of  the  purging  fait,  and  reconciles  it  to 
the  moft  delicate  ftomacfis.  The  Seidlitz  Water  is  much 
efteemed  as  an  ufeful  aperient  in  bilious  habits,  &c.  This 
water  is  occafionally  prepared  with  different  proportions  of  the 
fait,  when  fo  ordered* 


AERATED  ROCHELLE  WATER. 

Each  pint  contains  one  ounce  of  Rochelle  Salt,  with  fivet 
times  its  volume  ot  carbonic-acid  gas-. 


Xhe  chalybeate  aperient  water, 

or  SEIDLITZ  mixed  with  SPA, 

Is  intended  as  a  fubftitute  for  Cheltenham  Water  in  cafes  where- 
it  may  not  be  pofEble,  or  very  inconvenient  to  refort  to  tha£ 

fpriiq^ 
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fpring.  Each  pint  contains  three-quarters  of  an  ounce  of  mag^ 
nefia  vitriolata,  and  one  grain  of  oxyd  of  iron,  and  is  com¬ 
bined  with  five  atmofpheres,  of  gas. 

It  is  well  known  that  natural  waters  of  this  kind  lofe  almoft 
all  their  peculiar  properties  by  keeping,  owing  to  the  efcape  of 
the  fmall  quantity  of  gas  they  contain,  and  the  confequent 
precipitation  of  the  iron.  This  artificial  water  (which  is  much 
ftronger  with  regard  to  the  quantity  of  both  iron  and  purging 
fait  than  any  of  the  natural  fo  rings)  will  bear  carriage  to  any 
diftance,  and  N.  Paul  and  Co  have  been  encouraged  to  hope 
it  may  be  advantageoufly  exported  to  tbofe  warm  climates 
where  difeafes,  for  the  cure  of  which  thefe  remedies  are  pe¬ 
culiarly  adapted,  mcftly  originate. 


The  HYDRO-SULPHURATED  WATER 

Is  combined  whh  fulphurated  hydrogen  gas,  and  pofTefTes,  in  an 
eminent  degree,  the  peculiar  imell,  tape,  and  other  properties 
of  the  natural  fulphureous  water>.  When  fo  ordered,  they 
occaficnally  prepare  it,  with  the  faline  ingredients  of  the  Har¬ 
rogate  Water,  as  laid  down  in  the  analyfis  of  that  water  by 
Dr.  Garnet. 


The  OXYGENATED  and  HYDRO-CAR¬ 
BONATED  WATERS 

Are  mixed  with  as  much  of  thofe  gafes  as  can  be  united  with 
them.  They  have  not.  as  yet,  been  much  attended  to  in  this 
country,  but  have  been  found  ufeful  by  lome  phyficians  of 
great  reputation  abroad  in  certain  fpafmodic  affections  of  the 
stomach.
